THE CHILD-STUDY PROBLEM 


A' readjustment of the entire system of education preva- 


lent In the public schools of the lending States IH forcibly 
and strongly advo'catcd by many of the/ Influential Journals 
of the nation. Medical opinions urn cited to show that un- 


;ler the present methods of .cramming pupils—and as It Is^ 
termed "hot house" Instruction—the physical and mental 
well being of the pupil Is placed In serious Jeopardy. A 
complete revision of the studies now In force Is suggested 
IK a matter of Immediate moment, and the abolition of all 
species of home work, except that agreeable to the pupil, 
Is urgently recommended. 


"We are raising a generation of sages," says one authori- 


ty; "but they will only propagate n species of Idiots If we 
continue as we are doing." 


The cry Is that the minds of the young are overtaxed by a 


multiplicity of studies and are burdened with too much 
home work. In the schools of Philadelphia It had recently 
been made the rule that there Is to be no after-school work 


en to primary pupils, and that of the regular grammar 


grades must not exceed a hull' hour each day. It Is argued 
that It Is useless and futile to cover the Held ntteinped by 
the course of studies proscribed by the public schools. At 
most, the student obtains merely a smattering that results In 
no benefit and to u degree tends to the crowding out of the 
essentials. It. Is further argued that the pupil should be 
well grounded In the common rudiments of education, and 
when arriving at u discerning aire It should be left to Ida 
discretion as to uhat studies nre to be taken up. In this 
way the natural bent of the pupil will be subserved and 
there will be fewer failures to record among educated peo- 
ple. 


We aro now in the full bloom of an age of specialism, nnd 


It Is utter folly to make the attempt to train the mind of 
any one Individual so as to cover the entire field of human 
knowledge, and to give It a mere smattering is to result In 
turning out upon the world a lot of Jacks-of-all-trades, who 
nre useless In any particular branch of human endeavor. 
They must either be put In a position where they ran aspire 
to master a profession or be miide to understand tlmt phys- 
ical labor Is more suited to their condition.

the residents «f Alameda who travel 
tn nnil from thin e-lty over the narrow 
K1I1I5P route will be afforded tin1 com 
forts of the more; commodious cunt of 
what [ft known as the suimlunl gauge. 


There IK ut present under eonslder- 


iitlon by thi; directors of the Southern 
Pnclllc Company n plan to add a third 
tall to the suburban portion of the road 
between the High street station and 
the meile, and operate Mandatd gailgc 
cars between these two points for the 
ronvcnlence eif the traveling public. 


In discussing the matter this morn- 


ing General Manager Kruttschnitt 
said that for a long time the residents 
of Alameda have been complaining e>f 
the narrow cars. While1 the latter 
have been kept well cleaned and ven- 
tilated. It it admitted that, from the 
point of comfort, a comparlsem of tho 
narrow and broad gang11 cars operates 
to the advantage of the standard gauge1 


en ra. 


"Aside from thL"! fact." continued Mr. 


KruttHchnltt, "the company lias beac 
made to realize that It Is In need of 
more rolling ste>ck on the main lint- e>f 
the narrow gauge1 route' betwe-on Oak- 
land and Santa Cruz, and especially 
during the1 excursion naion, which Is 
the busiest time on this particular di- 
vision. Instead of purchasing new cars 
of the1 narrower gauge, we have con- 
cluded that It would bo better policy 
to add a third rail to the suburban 
track, which will permit the e>peratlng 
of larger cars em the local trains, and 
when this Is done we will transfer the 
ciirs at present doing >crvlce there to 
the main line, for use between the ter- 
minal point of the suburban line nnd 
the southern terminus at Santa Cruz.

FILIPINO IN WAR AND PEACE 


The Inlluence of the Insurgent lead- 


ers over their men Is strongly marked 
In the various districts. 
Kverywhcru 


there Is a little activity. Just as there 
lJ always some motion in the calmest 
sea, but the methods ot annoyance 
nnd attack differ widely. In some parts 
of the Islands one seldom hears of 
night skirmishes, nnd In others the 
troop.i can beat about thu country from 
eunrl'c to sunset and ne\er so much as 
get sight of an Insurrcctd, but just ns 
Boon as night comes, on the wholu 
country seems nllvu with the enemy. 


Central Luzon is remarkable for Ha 


pen and Ink scrappers, as well as for 
Its fighting men. There have been two 
or three (omlcal chaps who have kept 
up it running lire of witty notes direct- 
ed at our ollleers without In the least 
diminishing their speed 
In escaping 


when It (ame up to a question of light. 
The notes were usually found stuck In 
the trunks of prominent trees or on the 
church doors, or perhaps, slipped Into ,t 
forked stick planted in the middle of 
the road along which the troops were 
expected to inarch. As a Mile, they weie 
correctly addressed to the pioper olll- 
eers In command. 


Tho prisoners captured In Central 


Luzon have fared better than those 
who have fallen Into Insurgent hands 
In other regions. Tecsoii and his 300 or 
400 men have captured several Ameri- 
cans, Including Captain Hohrrts and 
Lieutenant Aldstaettrr. and from tlm» 
to time the rebel commander has con- 
trived to keep tht» neighboring garri- 
sons fairly well Informed on the condi- 
tion of the captives. On more than one 
occasion Hob-rts was allowed to com-""" 
munlcate with thu g.irrlson at San Isi, 
dro. and with his wife In Manila. Tec- 
son furnishing a special messenger to 
convey the letter. On other occasions 
wounded men who were captured In 
battle were returned to the American 
lines, the Filipino officers faying they 
•Here unable to give them proper medl- 
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cal attendance. 


A striking example of humane treat- 


ment and fairness was given at Xavl- 
tac. Just a few miles from Manila. A.s 
one of the Spanish papers icniarks, 
thr enemy engaged was of an entirely 
different character from any of the Fll- 
Iplnoj picvlomli- onentnUied. Kllher 
the officers In "oinmand are Inclined 
toward human" warfare or els" theru 
has been a great change In the Filipino 
army. 


Wh-n the Fifteenth Infantry fell into 


an ambush here they weie obliged to 
retire, leaving the following bodies on 
the field:

they found his decapitated body lying 
behind some bushci;.

They are believed to be 
inemberB of the gang that has been 
operating In that locality for some 
time past. It may seem stiangc that 
It could be possible to kill this man 
within 100 yards of his armed compan- 
ions without alarming them, but the 
bolo Is quite a deadly Weapon, and fur 
moie effective than the rllk- at short 
lanrje. 


AgulnalJo'H old capital, Mnlolos. was 


the scene of another murder today. A 
corpirnl of the Third Infantry In. the 
provost guard was assassinated and his 
body carried off. and tin- guilty ones 
escaped, almost before the deed wan 
discovered. Troops were Immediately 
sent out to .«cour the country and round 
up the murderers. In very short order 
they took Into custody Home hundred 
odd suspects. Including, according to 
general report, it friar of Malolos and 
the President of Santa Inilicl. 


It appears that In certain parts of 


Malolos the natlvex are so dirty that 
nil efforts of the provost guard to make 
them clean up the Illth about, their 
homes have been unavailing. The dirt 
accumulated and disease followed. Af- 
ter repeated warnings the majority of 
the- natives made an attempt to clean 
up. There' were several limncs that re- 
mained in a horrible condition, and 
their owneis practically 
refused 
to 


make them habitable. The nuthoiltlcs 
then ordered two of the diseased cen- 
ters to be burned down. The owners 
were quick to seek vengeance, and to- 
day they succeeded In taking the cor- 
poral's life, for It was In- who carrleU 
out tho orders in burning the houses. 


The report of the native police of 


Manila for the month of July shows it 
total of S74 arrests, 
a 
figure much 


lower than In former months. Most o f ' • 
the arre»ts were made for Infractions 
of the city regulations. Including being 
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out after hours, blocking the streets, 
and disregarding the sanitary laws. 
Only sixteen were accused, of being 
drunk and dl.'orderly. 


The social evell in Manila Ir causing 


the city authorities a great deal of 
trouble. Manila Is the place to which 
all the soldiers tarn when they have 
sullicleat leave of absence, and some 
back pay to get rid ot, and people from 
the whole surrounding country Hock to 
the metropolis to siwnd llestns and hol- 
lda>s and enjoy thcmlvcs In all-the 
various ways that an- forbidden them 
In the country, but an- always to b« 
found |n tho largo cities, and especially 
In the coast towns of the Orient. When 
the Americans tlrat came to Manila and 
their money began to How all over tint 
country IK was easy to control the ob- 
jectionable part of the population, but 
soon the dissolute of both sexes came 
streaming Into* the capital In constantly 
Increasing numbers from all the social 
Hlnks from Marseilles to Yokohama. In 
a very short time the authorities found 
that these transients had overrun nil 
bounds and had penetrated Into nil 
parts of the city. 
Many complaints 


c.mie from foreigners and Filipinos, 
and an attempt was made to restrict 
the offenders to one district. 
For n 


time this arrangement worked well. 
but the complaints have been renewed, 
and now a general order has been Is- 
Mie:l to the women of this district that 
by October ni they must vacate their 
present premises and move to a select- 
ed location, probably outside the city 
limits. 


The Filipinos have gone crazy over 


the bicycle. Men. women and children 
may lie seen rolling and tumbling alnut 
every street boasting a decent pave- 
trent, vainly endeavoring to learn to 
ride. It Is hard to Imagine n more com- 
ical picture than that presented by a 
Filipino belle mounted on a balky whe«l 


•In all her (lowing dresses and heclcs.i 
• Mioes or slipper*. Some of them have 


learned to ride very well and girls ha\'e 
even been seen on tandems. Kvery

A heavy thunderstorm struck 
the town last Saturday night and blew 
down a dozen bamboo houses. The rain 
has Hooded the country until as far an 
one can see It looks like a great lake. 
\\ ater surrounds our quarters and cook 
hhack. while the road* and streets arc 
running streams. It Is almost Impos. 
Klhle to do guard duty these days, and 
the regiment (the Thlrty-second) will 
nave to use bancas or native boats to 
navigate. Tho Inxuirectos In the moun- 
tains ha\e none tin- best of It. for they 
cannot hllte. ami the province will bo 
quiet an long n« the rain keeps t-p. 
Owlns to the rough weather the go\— 
eminent boat that brings mall and sup- 
piles from Manila could not mak-- her 
regular trip. Whenever this happen* 
the boys have to forego fresh meat, 
mall and newspapers. The place Is 
•very lonesome, and all the men not on 
duty are required to icm.iln Indoors. 
The natives stick to their liou«es. and 
the town looks entirely deserted, ex- 
cept when a native ventures out with 
n carabpo In the direction of the rlen 
fields. Many of the men are suffering 
from sore throats." 


Manila Itself suffered veiy severely 


and was practically under water for 
several hours.

GREAT TUBE IN PERU 


In the fur-distant Interior of the old 


empire of the I liens, upon the fringe of 
those countries over which extended 
that unlqu.- and barbarous civilization, 
customs and habits' have changed as 
little since the full of that gorgeous 
despotism as In any part of the world. 
Without modification, says Chambers' 
Journal, the native races have pre- 
i-erved all their personal cowardice and 
their co|lectl\e cruelty, nil their ab- 
stemiousness (only varied by bouts of 
fliunkcnness). and their propensity to 
hoard, like monkeys nnd magpies, se- 
cieting that hoard in the strangest of 
places. 


During many years, even centuries, 


of a disturbed and often despotic ru'e 
doubtless great quantities of the prec- 
ious metals have been i-ecreted. the 
greater part of which will probably 
never bo brought to the light of day. 
but during recent years, by systematic 
search, when the tradition of the hid- 
den treasure appeared (hoards) have 
been discovered, nnd have well repaid 
the time and expense of the search, 
apart from the excitement Inseparable 
Irom such an enterprise. 


One of the latest of the Incni. to es- 


cape from a victorious rhal.hadre- 
tlrcd to a wild spot Just below the sum- 
mits of the Eastern Cordilleras; nnd 
here the tradition persistently lingered 
th-tt In a certain spot high In the 
monntaln.s, the tlvelng Incn had burled 
n treasure which had never been re- 
covered, ns he had been murdered on 
his return to Cuzco. Many retainers 
of .the local landholders searched In 
vain under the scorching mid-day sun 
or shivered in thu "bitter wind that 
blows nt 13.000. feet above the sea. 


At last, the time .came nnd also the 


man to open -the .tomb closed by the 
fugitive ruler nf .that long dead empire. 
The old. proprietor, who, nt tho con- 
quest, had received n grant of the dis- 
trict from the Spanish crown, had de- 
gf nernte 1 Into n race of dissolute sam- 
blers, nnd they sold al>art of their pos-

Next to 
the American trotter his Kusslan pro- 
totype Is the best of Its kind. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars haxclicen 
Invested by Itusslans In thu develop- 
ment of the trotter, and every yar 
shows Improvements which, wxincr or 
later, will seriously tnennco the su- 
premacy of the American horse. 
Iturslan trotting horses, so dear to 
the heart of the fashionables In St. 
I'etcrsburgli. form u distinctive class 
similar to thu trotters and pacers of 
this country, nnd appear only In the 
shafts of th= lightest rubber-tired vehi- 
cles end sleighs. These trotters utv 
bred for sjieed and not for n.iyl:ig 
power. 
A glance reveals the cart 
strain In tho breed, which comes out 
particularly In tho head and legs, with 
their large hairy fetlocks. 
A* thn 
horses are rattled at the highest speed 
over the roughest ground, even over 
cobblestone pavements, the big fetlocks 
soon give under the strain, so that after 
a year or mo of fast driving thi-se.trot- 
teni leave their dignified stables for 
the cab rank. Many Russian trotters 
have done their mile under 
2:20.
